Charles, and three negro roustabouts 
fled from the Eva Alma to the barge 
for safety. Aged William West and one 
negro, Dick Dillon, stayed with the 
steamer, prevented it from being 
wrecked on a pier, and landed 300 yards 
scuth of Eads Bridge, on the east side 
of the river. The barge was driven 
ashore nearby. 

Soon after midnight the wind began 
blowing hard from the northwest. Its 
velocity gradually increased until at 
2:10 a. m. {it had attained a speed of 
60 miles an hour. The gale blew at this 
rate for five minutes, ‘and then grad- 
ually subsided to 45 miles an_ hour. 
From 2:30 until 6 o'clock the wind blew 
at from 30 to 45 miles an hour. 

The streets of the city were filled 
with clouds of dust, leaves and flying 
debris. Houses trembled in the grasp 
of the gale,-and many persons left 
their beds, thinking that a tornado had 
struck the city. 


Six Flee Aboard Barge 

The gale came up so suddenly that 
Watchman Ellis of the Eva Alm 
barely had time Lo arouse the 
sleeping persons. on the boat, when

William West, father of the owner of 
the boat, seeing its peril, hastened to 
the pilot house and did all he could to 
steer the boat across the river. He had 
little control over it, and the wind drove 
it directly toward the second ‘picr of 
the Eads Bridge. 

Ellis, thinking the barge 
the boat, took his wife and son 
and they knelt down among the 
barrels and prayed that their 
might be saved. Three the rousta- 
bouts followed Ellis aboard the barg 
leaving only West and one hegro On 
board the boat.

He went ~ 
to the eastern part of the city, where 
Mayhan was laying tile, and said to’ 
him: “Stand up, I am going to kill 
you.”’ 

Mayhan ran through back yards and 
barns, but Teson followed closely, shoot- 
ing as he ran. When Mayhan fell, after - 
jumping over *a high fence, Teson 
leaped upon him, but his revolver wag 
empty by that time, and Mayhan es- 
caped, Teson reloaded his revolver and 
was soon i om Mayhan, who ran inté 
a grocery store at Frederick avenue and 
Twenty-sixth street. 

Mayhan begged the clerk te hide him 
and crept behind a pile of flour & 
but Teson saw him and commanded him 
to come out. Mayhan begged for merey, 
but did not move, and Teson stooped 
over and shot him tn the beck. Then 
he put his revolver in his pooket and 
walked out, saying: “You will never 
take another man’s wife.”

Republican Speaker Tells How 

Ballots Were Destroyed 
by Policeman. 


MERIWETHER WAS LOSER

Secretary McCoy of the Republican 
State Committee, in the course of an

“Let me describe to you,” said Mr.

Cabinet Believes Delicate Dip- 
lomacy Is Needed to Pre- 
vent Open Rupture. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. “i.—Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor Metcalf has been 
commissioned by President Roosevelt to 
gv to San Francisco and investigate the 
Japanese situation there. He wil] leave 
tocay. 

This action follows the demand of the 
Japanese Ambassador made to Secretary 
Root that Japanese school children at 
San Francisco be reinstated. 

Viscount Aoki, the Japanese Ambas- 
sador, says that the. treaty of 1894 gives 
the Japanese childrem the right to at- 
tend the public schools of the United 
States with American pupils. He ac- 
cordingly requested an investigation by 
the President, which was accorded, to 
at least show the Japanese Government 
that if there is unjust discrimination 
at San Francisco that it is purely local 
and not national. 

Mr. Metcalf is a Californian, His home

is at Oakland, just across the bay from 
San Francisco. His selection as the 
President’s envoy was due in part to 
the geographical proximity of his resi- 
dence to h eseat of anti-Japanese agi- 
tation, but the President wishes mainly 
to emphasize that his interest in the situ- 
ation is great enough to justify sending 
one of his Cabinet officers to the sceme. 
The President has also sent directions 
to the United States District Attorney 
at San Francisco, through the Depart- 
ment of Justice, to make a full inquiry 
into the discrimination against Japan- 
school children. 


Tro Show Danger to Trade. 

Mr. Metcalf had a long conference 
with the President vesterday afternoon. 
His instructions were generally to con- 
fer with the. Governor, the act.ng 
Mayor of San Francisco, the Japanese 
Consul, the school authorities and al! 
others who might be able to throw 
light-on the anti-Japanese situation and 
report to the President the exact con- 
ditions and the basis of the sentiment 
which served to bring about the ds- 
crimination. ~While there is no officia! 
authority for saying so, it is supposed 
that Mr. Metcalf will endeavor to make 
the anti-Japanese element among those 
in authority in San Francisco realize 
the danger to the commercial interests 
of the (United States in China avd else- 
where in the far East which lies in giv- 
ing offense iv Jaran., 

Meantime the Washington. Govern- 
ment will notify the Government. of 
Japan of the subject of Secretary Met- 
calf’s mission, and give assurance of 
its desire to observe the obligations im- 
vosed upon it by the treaty of amily

PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 27.—With one 
daughter in the State Asylum 
Insane as a result of alleged bardships 
she was enforced to endure while a 
member of ‘Elijah’’ Rev. Frank San- 
ford’s Holy Ghost and Us Society col- 
ony at Shiloh, Me., Mrs. Alice Phelps 
of Kansas City, Mo., came to Portland, 
consulting attornevs, after she tried ‘in 
Vain to rescue her other daughter from 
the Shilohites. 

Mrs. Phelps tells the following story 
of the privations and inhuman practices 
alleged to have been committed by the 
disciples of Shiloh on the so-called flock. 

Six years ago May and Bessie Phelps, 
$2 and 30 years old, respectively, were 
Weli-known and highly respected young 
women of iKansas City. They were con- 
Sidered . itfttellectually brilliant and as 
teachers in the public schools received 
Salaries of $% a ia0onth each. The two 
Biris were always religiously inclined 
and had made a special study of Bibli- 
cal literature. It may have been for 
this reason that they fell easy listeners 
to the arguments of the Rev. Mr. Harri- 
man, Who was then high in the coun- 
cils of the Sanford institution and as 
a recruiting officer for the colony. 

At any raté, the stories he told them 
of the life with the Holy Ghosters ap- 
pealed to them and they willingly con- 
sented to accompany him to Maine. The 
life at Shiloh gradually undermined the 
mind of the younger girl, Bessie, and 
she finally became insane. When her 
mother heard the news she immediate- 
ly took steps to have the other girl re- 
moved fron: the tnfluence. Mrs. Phelps 
was opposed by the elder daughter, who 
said that her sister was better off 
where she was, but the mother finally 
prevailed and last summer Bessie was 
removed to the asylum at Augusta. 

Girl in Asylum Improving. 


The girl has improved much under the 
care of Dr. Sanborn, the superintendent 
physician, but she has remained in a 
seini-conscious cataleptic state for most 
of the time, from which physicians so 
far have been unable to bring her. Mrs. 
Phelps has remained in Augusta ever 
since her daughter was taken to the 
asylum.

The ordinances resembled each 
other greatly. They all provided for the 
appointment of a commission to select a 


site for the bridge. The two Council 
bills placed the work of planning and 
building the bridge, after the site is se- 
lected, in charge of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements. The House Dill 
places all the work under the commis- 
sion. The bills differed greatly in the 
method they prescribed for selecting the 
commission. 

One bill, presented by Councilman 
Cramer, provided for a commiasion of 
five members, one to be selected by the 
Mayor, two by the Council and two by 
the House of Delegates. The selections 
are to be made within ten days after 
the passage of the law. The members 
of the commission are to be taxpayers 
and voters, selected for their knowledge 
of the subject in hand and for their rep- 
utation for integrity and impartiality. 

Two members are to be manufacturers 
and shippers, one is to be an engineer, 
one a lawyer and one a member of the 
Merchants’ Exchange. They are to re- 
ceive a salary of $2500 a year and to 
give a bond of $1000. 

rhe second bill, presented by Councll- 
man Linde, provides for a commission 
of five members to be appointed within 
five days after the bill goes into effect. 
The members are to be appointed by 
the Mayor and approved by the Coun- 
cil. If the Mayor's appointees are not 
confirmed by the Council he is to sup- 
ply other names within 10 days. If 
these are again rejected then the Coun- 
cil is to name the members of the com- 
mission without consulting the Mayor. 
The bill presented by Linde leaves the 
salary of the members to be fixed later. 

Similar Bill in the House. 

The bill presented in the House of 
Delegates was introduced by Speaker 
O'Brien. It provided for a commission 


made up of the president of the Board 
of Public Improvements, the Harbor 
and Wharf Commissioner, the Comp- 
troller, the City Counselor, the presi- 
dent of the Council and the Speaker of 
the House of Delegates. They are to 
serve without compensation, but are to 
have a secretary at a Salary of $2500 a 
year. They are to appoint a committee 


'of engineers not to exceed three to have 


charge of the work. All the work of 
building the bridge as well as the se- 
lection of the site is given in charge of 
this commission. 

The resolution pertaining to the free 
bridge was presented by Councilman 
Rolfes. It declares, in a preliminary 
“whereas,” that the work of erecting 
the free bridge is placed by the city 
charter under the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Public Improvements and then 
calls on the board “‘as soon as prac- 
ticable’’ to report an ordinance provid- 
ing for the location and construction of 
the bridge and for all other details 
necessary for the ‘‘consummation of 
the free bridge project.”’ 

All of the ordinances presented Fri- 
day are modeled to a’ considerable ex- 
tent on the bill recently introduced by 
the United Free Bridge Committee. The 
bills differ from this measure only in 
the method of appointing the commis- 
sion.

“Tl expect to have my wife with me,” 
he said as he was about .to leave, and 
then, half hesitating, he said: ‘‘Would 
you like me to register now?” 

The maid repiied that it would be 
time enough to do this when he arrived 
at the hotel to take the room. Hamp- 
ton then left and nothing more was se@n 
of him until Friday morning when, 
about 9 o’clock, he entered the hotel, 
accompanied by a woman, and, going 
straight up to the hotel office, he regis- 
tered as ‘‘Mr. and Mrs. Sinclair, Bur- 
lington, Vt.”’ 

The woman left the hotel several 
times during the day, but Hampton re- 
mained in his room. Soon after she re- 
turned from one of these excursions 








early in the evening, a light dinner was 
sent to their room, and a request was 
sent to the clerk to call them at 11 
o'clock iast night. 

Wanted to Catch Train. 


“We want to be called at 11. s0 that 
we may catch a train.’’ said Hampton. 

At 10:30 a maid was in the corridor 
outside the room which they occupied 
when she heard what she thought was 
an explosion in the street. She took 
no particular notice of it at the time. At 
seven minutes to 11 she went to the 
room to call the couple, but when her 
repeated raps at the door brought no 
response she notified -the hotel office. 
The room was opened with a pass key 
and the mystery was explained. 

On the door at the far end of the room 
between a large mirror and a dresser. 
lay the man stretched out on his back. 
In his right hand was clutched a re- 
volver, while his hat was he'd tightly 
in the left hand. A shot fired . 
mouth had entered his brain, killing 
him instantly. Directly tn front was 
the bed and upon it was the woman. also 
dead. Her feet were on the floor. while 
her head was resting on the bed clothes 
with her arms shielding her face. 

In her arm were three bullet wounds.

T its most recent meeting the Once-a-Week Book Club took 

up for discussion F. Berkeley Smith’s prose and picture 

study of English metropolitan life entitled ‘‘In London 
Town.’’ 


“It's a ‘pleasant change, now and then,” said the Kindergarten Director, ‘‘to 
find something besides fiction awaiting one’s attention in the way of literary 
entertainment. I confess I grow weary of a steady diet of novels and am 
disposed to welcome very gladly a hght, readable pook in another field.”’ 

“Especially when it’s by this young Berkeley Smith, son of F. Hop.,” re- 
marked the Artist. “He’s a bright and Ikeable chap—one of my own craft, 
you know—and I've been following his work with peculiar interest. I like his 
books immensgely.”’ 

‘“‘Heretofore they’ve all been about Paris,’ joined in the former 
man, “and of the three he’s written before this one, I liked ‘How 
Amuses Itself’ best. That gay and faithful study of what is, superficially, the 
happiest city in the world was a genuine treat.” 

‘“T preferred ‘The Real Latin Quarter,’’’ rejoined the Artist. 
however, that this is because I know the Quarter myself, having 
worked there when I was a youngster, and Berkeley Smith recalled it to my 
memory very vividly.

STILL TESTING 
FORWARD PASS 


Rugby Elevens Find They Are 
Only in Experimental Stage 
With New Play. 


Football people are beginning to as- 
certain just what this little incident of 
the forward pass means this year. 

When the teams began their early 
practice most of them immediately 
rushed to the forward pass. Exactly 
What their theory was as to its use- 
fulness no one seems to Know. Eyvi- 
dently there was an impression that it 
was something which would gain 
sround against all manner of opposi- 
tion. More than that, it seems to be 
the notion of some of the coaches that 
it would baffle every opposing team, 
the poor gentlemen forgetting that 
their own teams might be quite as 
much ‘‘kerflummuxed”’ by its use as 
those of their adversaries. 
| In any event, almost all of the 
coaches began to school their players 
to attempt to do all manner of pos- 
sible and impossible ‘‘stunts’’ with the 
forward pass. In about three days 
there was an almost universal wail that 
the forward pass was the biggest snare 
and delusion which had been turned 
‘rout by the Rules Committee in good- 
ness only knew when. 

Meanwhile Yale and Princeton were 
experimenting a trifle with the forward 
pass, but after a manner or system 
more sane. Instead of anticipating that 
every time it was attempted some light- 
footed youth was to flit across the 
field from nowhere and land in the goal 
of the opponents, efforts were made 
to combine the forward pass with other 
plays in such a manner that when it 
was ‘‘pulled off,”’ as they say in the 
prize ring, it would be after the oppos- 
ing line-up had been fooled by previous 
maneuvers. 

Almost from _ the start Yale and 
Princeton began to make successful 
gains with the forward pass, because it 
was used for strategic purposes, and not 
‘Or a positive ground gainer in the face 
of a kKeen-evyed foe. 

Since its success has been demonstrat- 
ed at Yale and Princeton there have 
been some other universities with sense 
‘enough. to perceive that the forward 
' pass would not amount to anything if 
|it were to be used as a steady stock 
‘play, and that it might amount to a 
whole lot when it happened to be slip- 
ped in where least expected. 

In the Harvard game the other day 
one of the Bates players sat on the field 
to tie his shoestring or something of the 
kind. The remainder of the Bates team 
lined up to play ball, and the Harvard 
players, who were chuckling to them- 
selves that the Bates quarter was going 
to start the next play with only ten men 
at work, nearly tumbled over in a fit 
; Of chagrin when the ball was suddenly 
| passed to the Bates chap who had been 
away over at one side of the field fuss- 
,;ing with his shoes. He walked across 
| the goal for a touchdown. There wasn't 

















a soul to molest him. 

There will be many a play similar to 
thar in scope used on the gridiron this 
year, and in all plays of that nature the 
forward pass will bear its part. When- 
ever the other side happens to nap for a 
moment it is safe to say that the side 
with the ball will shoot out a forward 
pass, which will catch the sleepy ones 
completely bamboozled by old Morpheus.

The report did not create much excite- 
ment among detectives here. Harry 
Perkins, employed by H. C. Frick to 
watch Berkman after his release from 
the Workhouse, smiled good-naturediy 
when he was told of the kidnaping 
story. 

“It’s all a mistake,’ said Perkins. 
“Berkman is all right. He only thought 
he was going to lecture in Cleveland. 
People often get those false ideas into 
their heads. Maybe he really thought so 
much about the matter that he really 
believed himself that he was going to 
lecture there. But it was all a mistake. 
I think I know where Berkman is and 
could have him very shortly if I wanted 
him.”’ 

Perkins would say no more. From his 
talk and manner he allowed it to be un- 
derstood that. Berkman would not be 
permitted to lecture anywhere. It is 
generally believed here that Berkman 
was either persuaded not to deliver his 
lecture in Cleveland or that if he per- 
sisted {n doing so, he was forcibly taken 
in hand by the detectives.

LONDON, Oct. 27.—The separation of 
the Duke and Duchess of Marlborough, 
news of which was cabled exclusively 
to the New York World and the Post- 
Dispatch last week, has now become 
public property and is openly discussed 
in Mayfair. The Onlooker declares that 
it constitutes the greatest society sen- 
Sation in years, 

King Edward, who, partly from mo- 
tives of policy and partly out of good 
nature always contrives to prevent these 
aristocratic upheavals, used the utmost 
personal effort to bring about a recon- 
cillation. Iiven an apparent reconcila- 
‘tion would have satisfied the King, but 
the Duchess displayed what His Majes- 
ty termed “incredible obstinacy.” 

The Duchess’ own friends, however, 
defend her attitude, declaring that she 
merely displayed proper determination 
in asserting herself. The failure of the 
King as a domestic mediator was not 
due wholly to the Duchess, as there 
was nothing more substantial 
colorable desire on the part of the Duke 
for another patching up of their diffi- 
culties. For the sake of appearances, 
however, the Duke was prepared to 
sanction the terms which were actual- 
ly submitted to the Duchess’. through 
the King, but they were decisively and 
summarily rejected by the daughter of 
the Vanderbilts. 

The air of London drawing rooms is 
now thick with stories affecting both 
parties. The Duke's friends in society 
represent him as a much-ewronged man. 

The truth, however, appears to be 
that he developed the same antipathy 
to his wife that his father did to the 
Duke's mother. But, whereas the fath- 
er, aside from his marital relations, was 
a brilliant, charming man, the present 
Duke is described by one who knows 
him well as. '"'merely a pompous, dis- 
eontented, ill-conditioned little jacka- 


napes. 
Say Duchess Was Negtected. 


Acquaintances of the Duke and 
Duchess agree that he entirely neg- 
lected her. Each went his or her own 
way, and. though she seemingly bore 
her position with equanimity, {It is no 
secret that she was in fact a very mis- 
ernble woman. 

The Duchess made a brave fight to 
hide her tears from the world. She 
had her own chosen friends, cultivat- 
ing literary society, being ambitious 
to belong to what is recognized as 
the intellectual smart set. 

Though tncompatibility was the 
original cause of their drifting apart, 
it was not, according to reparts now 
freely discussed, the reason for the 
definite rupture. It is declared that it 
is now more than a year since the 
Duke's infatuation for a beautiful so- 
ciety woman led to strong protests 
from the Duchess, who at 
demanded a separation. One of her 
brothers who came_ specially from 
America to intervene, succeeded in 
persuading her to refrain from carry- 
ing out her purrose. 

Sinee then, in her absence abroad, it 
is said a theatrical party was given in 
Blenheim Palace by the Duke, which 
set the whole countrvside’ talking. 
Following this scandal the Duchess 
again threatened proceedings for di- 
vorce. Even this trouble was even- 
tually smoo-vhed over, the couple nat- 
urally. growingjimore and more de- 
tached, were rarely seen together, and

The last quarrel, which culminated 
in the separation, arose from another 
incident of the same kind, which the 
Duchess resolutely refused to con- 
done. 


Royalty’s Influences Fail. 


influence, not only of 
rovalty, but of the Marlborough fam- 
ily, with whom the Duchess has al- 
ways heen on the best of terms, were 
brought to bear without effect. 

The arrangement for a separation 
without resort to the courts have now 
heen drawn up, signed, sealed and de- 
livered. The Duchess under it has set- 
tled £190.900 a year on the Duke, In 
eddition to this the Duke has an in- 
come ot 50.0090 a vear of his own, 
clear of all encumbrances. 

The Duchess retains possession of the 
two children. the Marquis of Blandford 
and Tord Ivor Spencer-Churehill, who 
are 9 and 8 vears old, respectively. The 
Duke, of course, retains Blenheim, the 
historic family home of the Churchills, 
while for a time, at least, the Duchess 
will keap their town house, Sunderland 
House, as her home. 

The Duchess is now in Paris and will 
remain abroad for some time. Later 
she will certainly go to America with 
her children for a long visit. The Duke 
is now at Rlenheim, where he has had 
several conferences recently with the 
Vanderbilt solicitors. 

As 2 matter of fact, the separation 
wus settiecd in principle three weeks 
ago, but was not formally embodied in 
deed until last week. 

The name of the society woman who 
wis one of the proximate causes of the 
domestic convulsion in the Marlborough 
household is now connected with an- 
other scandal which has been keenly 
discussed in club land.
